Latin  Wins  104th  Game

The  104th  Gridiron  Classic 
went  exactly  as  the  Latin  fans  had 
hoped.  The  snow  stayed  away  so 
the  Pack  could  play  on  Thanksgiv¬ 
ing  Day.  Latin's  supporters,  in¬ 
cluding  alumni  and  faculty,  packed 
the  stands  of  Nickerson  Field. 

English  has  won  once  in 
the  '80s,  and  that  had  only  been 
their  second  victory  in  fifteen 
years.  Nevertheless,  this  game 
wasn't  going  to  be  easy.  The 
football  season  had  been  disap¬ 
pointing,  and  the  team  was  hin¬ 
dered  by  injuries.  Starters  Mike 
Hamilton  and  Gerry  Noble  were 
hurt  at  practice  on  the  turf  at 
Nickerson. 

When  the  teams  jogged 
onto  the  field  the  problems  were 
forgotten  and  the  crowd  erupted 
in  cheers.  Our  co-captains,  Brian 
Allen  and  Brendan  Dever,  went  to 
midfield  for  the  coin  toss.  English 
chose  to  receive. 

The  game  was  scoreless 
until  the  end  of  the  second  quar¬ 
ter.

Don't  Drink 
The  Water

On  Thursday,  November 
29,  Friday,  Friday,  November  30, 
and  Saturday,  December  1 ,  the 
Boston  Latin  School  Drama  Club 
presented  Woody  Allen's  two-act 
comedy  "Don't  Drink  the  Water". 
The  play,  set  in  an  American 
Embassy  behind  the  Iron  Curtain, 
depicts  a  "typical"  American 
family  suspected  of  being  spies 
who  are  seeking  asylum  from  the 
Communist  police,  and  their 
escapades  in  trying  to  get  back 
home  to  Newark.  The  play 
combines  Woody  Allen's 
psychotic  sense  of  humor  with 
romance,  danger,  and  international 
intrigue. 

The  Drama  Club  is  almost 
entirely  student-run.  Officers  Beth 
Dunfey  and  Colin  Riley  directed 
the  play,  which  starred  Irene  Daly 
and  Ian  Gold  as  the  classic 
American  couple  from  New 
Jersey;  Inga  Ellertson  as  their 
lovely,  intelligent,  and  artsy 
daughter;  Brendan  Hughes  as  her 
love  interest  and  the  Embassy’s 
temporary  boss;  and  Rolo  Larsen 
as  the  Embassy's  "Holy  Houdini", 
fugitive  priest  Father  Drobney.  In 
the  three  nights  of  the  production 
the  Drama  Club  made 
approximately  $1500  through 
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doza  ran  in  for  the  touchdown  and 
also  kicked  for  the  extra  point.

Last  spring,  under  editors 
Jessica  Dello  Russo  and  Max  M. 
Withers,  an  edition  of  the  Register 
was  produced  but  not  distributed. 
Now,  under  editors  Ian  M.  Gold 
and  Rosalie  R.  O'Brien,  the 
Register  will  finally  come  out.  The 
long  delay  was  caused  by  a 
photograph  on  the  cover.  A 
Register  editor  says  that  the 
administration’s  preventing  the 
distribution  of  the  magazine  is  just 
"a  show  of  force". 

That  photo  shows  a  young 
boy  relieving  himself  into  a  public 
fountain.  It  was  taken  by  Ben 
Mayers,  who  has  graduated  from 
BLS. 

A  BLS  administrator  says 
that  there  is  a  possibility  of  a 
lawsuit.  An  unflattering 

photograph  must  have  a  release 
signed  by  the  person  in  the  photo 
allowing  it  to  be  printed.  Since 
one  was  never  obtained,  the  boy, 
if  he  identified  himself,  could  sue 
BLS.  "The  chances  of  this  boy 
seeing,  the  photograph  is  [sic] 
miniscule.  This  is  just  the 
loophole  that  the  administration 
found,"  according  to  Ian  Gold. 
However,  loophole  as  it  may  have 
been,  something  had  to  be  done 
to  solve  the  problem.  So,  on  the 
cover,  the  boy's  face  is  blocked 


The  Bulldogs  were  running 
out  of  time;  their  quarterback, 
Tracy  Carter,  brought  the  team  to 
the  two  yard  line.  They  ran  in  for 
the  touchdown  with  twenty-nine 
seconds  left  in  the  fourth  quarter, 
but  the  two-point  conversion  was 
unsuccessful.

out  and  the  word  "CENSORED" 
runs  across  this.  Everyone  seems 
happy  with  the  result,  but  the 
magazine  has  not  yet  been 
distributed  (though  it  may  be  out 
by  the  time  this  Argo  is). 

Mr.  Contompasis  did  not 
censor  this  picture,  although  he 
said  "he  would  not  hesitate  to  if 
the  situation  warranted  it."  About 
the  picture  and  censorship  in 
general,  he  commented,  "You 
don't  just  arbitrarily  censor 
something....  I'm  very  sensitive 
to  the  fine  line  that  suggests  that 
censorship  should  not  be  done 
arbitrarily,  but  with  the  best 
interests  of  the  school  [in  mind]." 

Others  in  the 

administration  who  were 

interviewed  gave  two  main 
reasons  for  not  using  the  picture. 
The  first  is  that  because  of  the 
photo's  content  it  is  not 
appropriate  for  the  cover  of  the 
magazine.  The  second  is  that 
there  is  no  need  for  a  photograph 
in  a  literary  magazine.  Originally 
the  Register  contained  articles  and 
was  similar  to  the  Argo.  Recently 
that  has  changed  as  it  has  become 
a  literary  magazine,  not,  as  some 
feel,  one  for  pictures.  There  are,

On  October  31,  1990  a 
press  conference  was  held  at  the 
Boston  Sheraton  Hotel  to  disclose 
the  plans  for  the  revision  of  the 
College  Board  exams. 

SAT-I,  the  new  name  for 
the  current  Scholastic  Aptitude 
Test,  will  have  major  changes  in 
both  the  verbal  and  math  sections. 
The  three  hour  exam  includes  75- 
90  minute  verbal  reasoning,  60-75 
minute  mathematical  reasoning, 
and  30  minute  pretesting. 

In  the  verbal  section, 
analogies  and  sentence  completion 
questions  will  continue  to  exist. 
However,  vocabulary  will  be 
tested  in  the  context  of  the 
reading  passages  rather  than  in 
the  form  of  antonyms.  At  least 
half  of  the  verbal  section  will 
concentrate  on  critical  reading,  in 
which  the  questions  are  made  to 
better  assess  the  students'  ability 
to  interpret,  analyze  and  evaluate 
the  reading  passages. 

Changes  in  the  SAT-I  math 
section  is  the  inclusion  of  non¬ 
multiple  choice  questions  requiring 
students  to  produce  their  own 
answers.  Calculators  will  also  be 
allowed,  but  not  required  for  the 
exam. 

The  Preliminary  Scholastic 
Aptitude  Test/National  Merit 
Scholarship  Qualifying  Test 
(PSAT/NMSQT)  will  also  incorpo¬ 
rate  the  changes  in  the  SAT-I.  It 
will  include  more  critical  reasoning 
and  the  requirement  of  student 
produced  answers.  The  first  new 
PSAT/NMSQT  will  be  administered 
in  October  1 993. 

The  new  SAT-II  will  be  an 
expansion  of  the  current 
Achievement  Exams.  Testing  of 
Japanese  and  of  Chinese  as  well 
as  of  proficiency  in  English  as  a 
second  language  will  also  be 
included  in  the  new  SAT-II,  which 
will  begin  in  the  spring  of  1994 
along  with  the  new  SAT-I. 

These  changes  in  the 
College  Board  exams  are  aimed  at 
aiding  colleges  with  ranking 
students.  The  tests  are  also 
designed  to  help  reinforce  a  more 
vigorous  high  school  curriculum. 
The  SAT-II  subject  tests  will  assist 
high  school  counselors  in  planning 
for  students'  high  school  and 
college  careers. 

The  idea  of  a  computerized 
adaptive  testing  has  been 
recommended  by  the  commission. 
These  exams  will  allow  each 
student  to  take  a  test  uniquely 
made  for  his  or  her  own  level. 
The  commission  hopes  to  intro¬ 
duce  a  fully  computer-integrated 
testing  program  by  the  year  2000. 


Where  Have  All  the  Registers  Gone?! 
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WAR?

On  Thursday,  November  29,  the  United  Nations  Security  Council 
passed  a  resolution  making  January  15  the  deadline  for  Iraq  to 
withdraw  from  Kuwait.  After  that  date  all  UN  members  are  allowed  to 
use  force  against  the  forces  of  Iraqi  dictator  Saddam  Hussein.  The 
resolution  was  proposed  by  the  US.  President  Bush  now  has  the 
authorization  he  has  wanted  since  August:  he  may  start  an 

internationally  sanctioned  war.  I  would  submit  that  he  should  not  do  so 
unless  we  are  attacked. 

At  the  current  rate  of  reinforcement,  there  will  be  about 
375,000  American  servicemen  in  the  Middle  East  as  part  of  operation 
Desert  Shield.  There  will  be  at  most  112,000  Allied  troops  deployed, 
with  the  largest  contingent  being  the  35,000  Egyptians.  We  will 
outnumber  our  allies  3:1;  non-Arabs  will  outnumber  Arabs  4:1.  Clearly, 
the  formal  support  of  the  world  does  not  include  its  armies. 

The  only  other  time  the  UN  has  sanctioned  military  action 
against  a  member  nation  is  the  Korean  War.  Then,  too,  the  forces  were 
largely  American.  However,  General  MacArthur  was  appointed  the 
United  Nations  commander;  there  was  a  unified  command.  The  present 
resolution  sets  up  no  command.  It  simply  authorizes  any  interested 
nation  to  beat  on  Iraq.  Chaos  is  likely  as  the  various  armies  in  the  field 
refuse  to  cooperate. 

The  defense  department  estimates  from  24  American  dead  in 
surgical  air  strikes  to  3,000  dead  and  13,000  wounded  in  a  ten  day 
war.  Of  course,  the  accompanying  deaths  of  Iraqi  and  Kuwaiti  civilians 
are  ignored,  as  are  those  of  Iraqi  and  Allied  soldiers.  Also  ignored  is  the 
very  real  possibility  of  a  longer  war,  as  our  mobile  forces  are  bogged 
down  on  the  Iraqi  front.  Tens  of  thousands  would  die  on  both  sides. 
America  might  reinstate  the  draft;  in  such  a  war  we  could  all  be  on  the 
front  lines. 

Economically,  the  cost  of  a  war  would  be  great  as  well.  Money 
spent  on  "defense"  would  have  to  come  from  somewhere,  perhaps 
causing  deaths  at  home  as  social  programs  were  cut,  or  a  useless  rise 
in  taxes. 

These,  then,  are  the  costs.  Now  what  are  we  considering 
fighting  for?  Officially,  we  want  to  defend  Saudi  Arabia  and  liberate 
Kuwait  in  the  interest  of  democracy.  Both  countries,  of  course,  are 
feudal  monarchies.  In  Saudi  Arabia,  women  are  hidden  away  and 
treated  primitively.  They  can't  even  drive.  Religious  minorities  are  not 
tolerated;  our  troops  can't  even  get  Bibles  in  the  mail.  In  my  book, 
such  an  arhaic  system  is  not  worth  thousands  of  American  lives,  or  any 
at  all.  Saddam  Hussein's  government  may  be  even  more  obnoxious, 
but  that  doesn't  give  us  the  right  or  obligation  to  destroy  it;  we  allow 
many  totalitarian  dictatorships  to  survive,  so  there  isn't  even  a 
precedent.  Unofficially,  we  may  be  fighting  for  many  reasons: 
Americans  want  cheap  oil,  which  they  are  unwilling  to  conserve. 
President  Bush  may  hope  that  a  quick  victory  will  get  him  reelected. 
The  defense  suppliers  may  want  contracts.  Newspapers  may  hope  for 
sensational  stories.  None  of  these  reasons  justifies  invading  a  foreign 
nation. 

It  would  be  impractical  and  improper  for  the  United  States  to 
attack  Iraq.  We  cannot  police  to  world,  we  should  not  fight  for  things 
we  ought  to  do  without,  and  under  no  circumstances  should  we  ever 
start  a  war.  Think  carefully;  some  of  you  could  be  killing  or  killed  by 
this  time  next  year.

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The  United  States,  for  the  first  time  in  over  sixteen  years,  is 
faced  with  the  threat  of  a  major  armed  confrontation.  Now  is  the  time 
for  us  as  Americans  to  choose  where  we  stand.  As  for  myself,  I  believe 
that  if  the  situation  does  not  resolve  itself,  we  must  resort  to  that  most 
odious  of  means  to  remove  Saddam  Hussein  from  Kuwait,  war.  The 
consequences  of  this  action  are  so  great  that  we  must  not  enter  into  a 
conflict  of  this  nature  for  transient  or  frivolous  causes. 

The  President  has  enumerated  many  arguments  for  our  presence 
in  Saudi  Arabia,  ranging  from  oil  to  "preserving  the  American  way  of 
life".  I  would  like  to  focus  on  several  relevant  reason  that  have  been 
set  forth  by  President  Bush  and  on  a  couple  that  are  purely  of  my  own 
design.  The  atrocities  committed  by  Iraqi  forces  in  occupied  Kuwait  are 
reprehensible  violations  of  human  rights  and  international  law.  The 
wholesale  slaughter  of  innocent  women  and  children  is  a  war  crime  that 
cannot  go  unpunished.  Saddam  Hussein  is  a  man  who  has  little  or  no 
grip  on  reality.  He  has  told  the  same  lies  to  his  people  so  many  times 
that  he  has  started  to  believe  them  himself.  He  has  admitted  that  his 
goal  in  life  is  the  establishment  of  an  Arab  super-state  with  himself  at 
the  helm.  A  man  with  such  ambition  and  similar  military  might  started  a 
tiny  conflict  that  caused  the  death  of  45  million  people.  If  [British  Prime 
Minister]  Chamberlain  had  not  been  so  eager  for  "peace  in  our  time", 
Adolf  Hitler  could  have  been  foiled  before  he  had  a  chance  to  begin. 
The  Iraqi  leadership  has  also  expressed  a  desire  that  should  alarm  most 
Americans:  the  elimination  of  our  staunchest  ally,  Israel.  The  Israeli 
people  have  shown  their  support  and  friendship  countless  times  in  the 
past.  Now  is  not  the  time  to  desert  them.  The  following  reasons,  in 
my  humble  opinion,  are  paramount  in  justifying  the  use  of  all  means 
necessary  to  liberate  Kuwait.  For  the  pas  twenty  years  the  United 
States  and  the  Emirate  of  Kuwait  have  enjoyed  a  beneficial  and  genuine 
friendship.  If  we  desert  the  Kuwaiti  people  in  their  hour  of  need,  what 
kind  of  message  will  that  send  to  our  other  allies?  Why  should  they 
then  not  believe  that  we  will  refuse  to  come  to  their  rescue  when  they 
have  no  one  else  to  turn  to?  My  other  point  of  contentionis  that  the 
United  Nations  was  formulated  with  this  very  situation  in  mind.  In  a 
post  Cold  War  world,  the  United  Nations  has  the  chance  to  become  a 
viable  and  effective  organization  for  maintaining  world  peace  and 
international  cooperation.  The  Security  Council,  in  numerous  reso¬ 
lutions  (the  latest  of  which  called  for  the  use  of  "all  means  necessary"), 
has  condemned  the  actions  of  Iraq  and  called  for  the  return  of  the 
rightful  government  of  Kuwait  to  power.  This  is  an  historic  opportunity. 
If  Baghdad  is  defeated  in  its  attempt  to  rape  Kuwait,  the  next 
government  that  contemplates  such  action  will  think  twice. 

Now  that  I  have  expressed  my  sentiments  on  why  we  must  go 
to  war,  I  would  like  to  turn  to  a  related  topic  on  the  home  front.  As  I 
have  discussed  this  unfolding  stuatuin  around  the  school,  I  have  heard  a 
good  deal  of  support  for  war  and  the  President.  And  yet,  when  I  bring 
up  the  possibility  of  a  reinstitution  of  the  draft,  and  ask  "hawks"  what 
i  they  would  do  if  drafted,  the  most  common  answer  is  that  they  would 
|  dodge  the  draft.  I  find  this  hypocrisy  most  depicable.  It  is  absolutely 
i  revolting  that  someone  who  is  willing  to  send  a  person  who  is  not  rich 
enough  or  intelligent  enough  to  get  into  college  to  die  for  his  country 
considers  himself  too  prominent  to  serve.  I  would  not  write  this  column 
if  I  was  not  willing  to  answer  the  call  of  my  country. 

In  the  heat  of  all  our  controversy,  we  must  not  lose  sight  of 
why  this  happened  in  the  first  place.  Saddam  Hussein  owed  a  large 
amount  of  money  to  Kuwait  as  a  result  of  the  Iran-lraq  war.  He  decided 
that  if  he  could  not  pay  his  creditor,  he  could  escape  his  responsibility 
by  removing  his  creditor  from  the  face  of  the  earth.  Now  he  has  forced 
the  world  and  the  Iraqi  people  to  pay.

The  Association  is  a  non¬ 
profit  group  of  volunteers 
interested  in  promoting  exchange 
with  Strasbourg,  France.  The 
volunteers  work  with  active 
committees  for  educational 
exchange,  science  and  medicine, 
hospitality,  culture,  business,  and 
community  gardens.  The  As¬ 
sociation  works  closely  with  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Business  and 
Cultural  Development,  Massport, 
the  Commonwealth  of 

Massachusetts,  the  French 
Consulate-General,  French  Cultural 
Services,  and  the  Francophile 
institutions  of  the  city  in  pro¬ 
moting  French  culture. 

This  year  the  Association 
is  expanding  to  include  a  youth 
group,  which  will  include  students 
of  French  at  both  Latin  School  and 
Latin  Academy.  Planned  events 
include  field  trips,  films,  and 
French  meals. 

The  sister  city  relationship 
has  existed  for  thirty  years.  Since 
its  inception  it  has  grown  to 
include  student,  cultural,  business, 
horticultural,  art,  musical,  and 
exchange  programs.  To  mark  the 
anniversary  this  year,  the  sister 
cities  are  sponsoring  a  photo 
contest,  with  first  prize  a  trip  to 
Strasbourg  including  round  trip  air 
fare  and  hotel  costs. 


Imagine  yourself  in  a 
classroom  full  of  other  children. 
You  look  around  hopefully,  but  not 
a  familiar  face  is  to  be  seen.  They 
are  all  strangers  to  you,  and  you 
can't  understand  what  they're 
saying,  for  they  speak  a  foreign 
language.  It  is  called  "English". 

Moving  from  one  country 
to  another  is  a  very  trying 
experience  with  problems  of 
making  new  friends  and  adapting 
to  a  new  culture,  which  includes 
learning  a  new  language.  Many 
immigrant  children  are  placed  in 
grades  according  to  their  ages 
regardless  of  the  extent  of  their 
knowledge  of  English.  So  what 
can  one  do  to  help  these  children? 

One  answer  lies  in  the 
form  of  the  Maryknoll  Sisters 
Center  Tutoring  Program.  This 
after  school  program  is  run  by 
Sister  Ruth  Marie,  who  speaks 
both  Cantonese  and  English 
fluently  and  helps  in  tutoring  the 
children.  It  is  one  of  the  programs 
associated  with  the  Key  Club  of 
Boston  Latin  School.  Everyday 
from  2:30  P.M.  to  6:00  P.M. 

Monday  through  Thursday 


students  from  BLS  proceed  to  the 
Center  located  in  Chinatown 
across  the  New  England  Medical 
Center.  There  they  spend  an  hour 
or  two  in  helping  immigrant  chil¬ 
dren  learn  English. 

The  volunteers  differ  in 
ages  and  interests,  as  do  the 
immigrant  students.  Time  is  spent 
in  teaching  the  children  the 
alphabet,  word  pronunciation, 
reading  skills,  vocabulary  skills,  or 
simple  grammatical  structures 
depending  on  the  child's  need  in 
these  areas. 

The  program  has  been 
successful  in  past  years  and  has 
continued  to  be  so.  However, 
more  help  is  needed.  If  you  have 
a  free  hour  or  two  after  school, 
please  consider  the  program. 
Knowledge  of  Cantonese  is  not  a 
requirement  since  the  idea  of  the 
program  is  to  create  an  English 
speaking  environment. 

The  experience  of  being  a 
tutor  is  indescribable.  One  also 
has  fun  since  the  environment  is 
always  relaxed.  To  know  that  you 
are  helping  the  children  and  that 
they  are  learning  through  your 
efforts  is  a  reward  in  itself. 


Recently,  Boston  Latin 
School  lost  one  of  its  graduates 
when  he  suffered  a  heart  attack 
at  the  age  of  seventy-two.  His 
name  was  Leonard  Bernstein. 

Bernstein,  a  great  pianist, 
conductor,  and  composer,  was 
born  on  August  28,  1918.  The 
Lawrence  native  attended  such 
great  schools  as  BLS,  Harvard 
University,  and  the  Curtis  Institute 
in  Philadelphia,  where  he  studied 
conducting.  Walter  Piston,  Fritz 
Reiner,  and  Serge  Koussevitzky 
taught  him  to  compose. 

Mr.  Bernstein  created 
scores  that  connected  him  with 
New  York,  including  "On  the 
Town",  "Wonerful  Town",  and 
"West  Side  Story".  He  was  not 
known  only  for  his  musicals;  he 
also  composed  the  opera  "Trouble 
in  Tahiti"  in  1952,  the  1956 
operetta  "Candide",  and  1965's 
"Chichester  Psalms",  which  was 
for  a  chorus  and  an  orchestra. 
Then  there  were  the  ballets: 
"Fancy  Free”  in  1944  and  "The 
Dybbuk  Variations"  in  1974. 
There  was  also  "Mass”,  which 
was  for  singers,  dancers,  and 
players,  in  1971. 

Mr.  Bernstein  had  other 
accomplishments,.  Leonard 

Bernstein  did  not  just  compose 
and  conduct;  he  taught  us  how 
to  enjoy  his  works.  One  fan 
seems  to  have  summed  it  up  per¬ 
fectly:  "My  piano  teacher  taught 
me  how  to  read  and  play  notes, 
but  it  was  Bernstein  who  taught 
me  to  love  music."

Teachers  and  students 
donated  almost  one  hundred  fifty 
cans.  After  they  were  collected  at 
Boston  Latin,  they  were  donated 
to  the  Boston  Food  Bank.  The 
Boston  Food  Bank  is  a  non-profit 
organization  that  distributes  food 
to  the  homeless  and  the  needy. 
The  Food  Bank  also  receives 
surplus  and  cosmetically  damaged 
food  from  manufacturers  and 
stores. 

The  JFK  Library  Corps  is  a 
community  service  program  for 
youths  aged  eleven  to  nineteen. 
The  Corps  sponsors  programs 
throughout  Boston  to  promote 
social  awareness  and  involvement 
of  youth  in  the  community.  The 
Corps  is  currently  sponsoring 
several  different  projects  for 
students  at  Boston  Latin.  One 
project  involves  volunteering  once 
every  other  week  at  the  Boston 
Food  Bank.  Another  is  preparing 
for  Law  Day  1991  with  the 
Roxbury  Youthworks.  In  a  third 
high  school  students  spend  time 
with  preschool  and  Day  care 
children  after  school. 

"I  have  been  involved  in 
the  Corps  for  four  years  and  it  has 
been  a  great  experience.  I  have 
met  many  new  friends.  The  corps 
has  made  a  profound  difference  in 
my  life  by  giving  me  the  power  to 
make  a  difference."
